As we near the end of the age it 
seems that deception becomes more 
prevalent. In fact, the Scriptures tell 
us that in the last days evil men and 
seducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived. I do 
not see how it can get much worse 
than it is today. We see it manifest 
in little children and in all ages, even 
to those who have reached a ripe old 
age; who are very near the end of 
their career. It is “terrible” to think 
of the deception that is practised to- 
day! 

It is true that deception has been 
from Adam to now. We find that 
Mother Eve was the first one deceiv- 
ed, and that it has been manifest in 
each generation since. Jacob deceived 
his father and received the blessing 
that was due Esau; Joseph’s brethren 
sold him and deceived their father 
by presenting Joseph’s coat all cov- 
ered with blood; Saul, after failing 
to obey the Word of the Lord by the 
mouth of Samuel, tried to deceive 
Samuel and make him believe that 
he had done everything just right. We 
hear him as he comes out to meet 
Samuel, as he exclaims: “Blessed be 
thou of the Lord! I have performed 
the commandments of the Lord” He 
knew that he had failed to do right, 





but seemed to deceive himself by try- 
ing to deceive Samuel in that he 
made an excuse. When Samuel in- 


quired as to what meant the bleating 
of the sheep and lowing of the oxen, 
Saul said, “The people spared the 
best of them to sacrifice to the Lord, 
thy God.” He seemed to be putting 
up a good face and a plausible story, 
but God and Samuel knew that he 
was acting with deceit. 

There are so many today who seem 
to think that they can get by, and 
they, in a deceptive way, offer ex- 
cuses, (when they surely know that 
there is an all-seeing eye looking 
down, beholding them at ail times, 
and One that knows the secrets and 
intents of the heart.) 

Some seem to think that they can 
do as they please; they pay their 
tithes when everything goes to please 
them; they go to church and to pray- 
er service when they feel like it and 
have nothing else to do, and many 
times, after having “laid out” and 
missed several services, they come 
in and testify and make such a dis- 
play that some of the folks (espe- 
cially those who do not know them so 
well) believe that they are really in 
earnest. “The heart is deceitful above 
all things and desperately wicked; 
who can know it?” God knows all 
about it. We may deceive others, and 
even our ownselves, but God alone 
pondereth the heart and will deal out 
justice regardless of what we, (or 
others, may think. 

Then, we are living in a time when 
many deceptive doctrines are being 
sheralded abroad. If there ever was a 
time that the children of God should 
search the Scriptures and know the 
truth, it is now. Jesus had reference 
to this when He said, “Take heed that 
no man deceive you.” We have surely 
come to a time when many are de- 
parting from the Word of God and 
are following a deceptive spirit. It 
is not safe to follow man. We see so 
many today that have their hearts 
fixed on “certain men,” and whatever 
they put out, they will swallow it, 
they do not seem to consider it for 
one moment. I am sure if they would 
only consider, it would save them 
many heartaches and troubles in the 
future. 

The Apostle Paul admonished the 
people to follow him as he followed 
Christ, and on one occasion we hear 
him thanking God for certain breth- 
ren because they had not become a 
follower of him (Paul) but of the 
Churches of God.

All of the above is good and 
if it would meet the demands of the 
Bible, I would say let’s all try the 
same remedy. 

The lily grows unto perfection; it 
feeds on what its Maker places before 
it; it drinks what its Maker puts in 
its reach for it to drink, but it only 
feeds on the food that is good for 
lilies. You may try to make it GROW 
on foods that are good for other 
plants and it will die. So if we would 
grow (and that is the Bible way to 
become like Jesus) we too will have 
to feed on the food that is good for 
the Christ nature. The Bible tells us 
what will be good for us. 1 Pet. 2:2 
“The sincere milk of the word,’ and 
this doesn’t mean milk that has been 
run thru the separator. It means the 
whole milk, and I guess that if we 
get the whole milk we will have to 
take the whole Word, for Jesus said 
that man was to live by every word 
of God. 


Now, I will admit that the growth 
of the lily is mysterious, so is the 
Spiritual growth, and it is not the 
process that I would have you to 
think on, for the lily doesn’t have to 
know the process and we are as far 
from understanding how we grow as 
the scientist is as to how the lily 
grows. We know that the lily, true 
to type, conforms to same, and we 
too, if we have the Christ nature, will 
conform to His likeness. If we were 
to get our growth by imitation, it 
would be manufactured goodness and 
you couie explain how it came about, 
it would be only artificial. But if your 
goodness is the fruit of an _ inner 
growing life the child of God may 
appreciate it, but God alone under- 
stands it. 


The lily does not try to grow, it 
grows without worry or anxiety. How 
ean taking thought (being anxious, 
or worryii.g) add one cubit to our 
natural being? The Christian life 
must be a composed life; it must not 
be a life that wears itself out trying 
to grow larger. If there is life and 
that life is healthy, with proper 
nourishment, it will grow. It is to 
your spiritual health that you should 
turn your attention. Remember that 
if you will look out for your spiritual 
health the growing will take care of 
itself. The difference in you and the 
lily is that the lily has no mind, no 
affections, no will, and you have. So 
you will have to stay your mind on 
Him; you will have to set your affec- 
tions on things above and will have 
to let your will be lost in His, and if 


you are in bad _ health, spiritually 
speaking , God will show you the 
thing that hinders your growth. In 


fact, if you have a mind to, you can 
very soon feel of your own pulse and 
tell whether you are normal or not. 
If your appetite calls ,for trash 
sueh as cheap literature, funny 
papers such as Mutt and Jeff, foolish 
jesting, Sunday afternoon pleasure 
trips, bathing beaches (public ones), 
worldly entertainments, gossiping 
parties, modern slang, pride and 
primp, long tongue and short skirt 
and such like, you may be sure that 
you are a puny Christian and there 
is but little chance to get you to par- 
take of enough real soul food to cause 
you to grow. Now if you haven’t an 
appetite for the Word of God you are 
in a bad shape. I find some church 
folks who have a Bible and about all 
the use they have for it is to tell when 
the old folks were married, when 
brother died, or when sister was born. 
They can tell you about Shakespeare, 
Longfellow, Washington, Lee, Wilson 
and hundreds of other great men, but 
can’t tell you how many books there 
are in the Bible and yet they name 
the name of Christ. So many remind 
me of the man who had to pull down

But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our in- 
iquities; the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes 
we are healed. 


The prophecy of this chapter is a 
condensed story of the suffering 


Christ for the rebellious man. It was 
prophesied seven hundred or more 
years before His actual appearance on 
earth as the Savior of men, but by a 
prophetic eye the prophet foresaw 
the sufferings that awaited Him. He 
said He was despised and rejected of 
men, a man of sorrow and acquainted 
with grief. From a _ natural view- 
point this description does not seem 
to fill what we might expect of the 
Lord of Glory, this, no doubt, being 
one cause of His rejection. If He had 
been born in some of the so-called 
royal families of the corrupt rulers of 
the nation, reared in a high life of 
sin, and walked in the paths of the 
kings before Him, He, no doubt would 
have received a warm welcome by the 
priests and rulers of the Jews. But 
contrary to their wicked desires, He 
was righteous in all His ways, and 
sought not honor and praise of men 
but rather submitted to being wound- 
ed for the transgressions of the peo- 
ple, and bruised for their iniquities. 
He bore for us a burden which no 
other human upon earth could have 
carried. He bore our grief; He car- 
ried our sorrows; our sins were laid 
upon Him, and they became so heavy 
as He prayed in the Garden, that they 
almost crushed the life out of Him 
before He was sentenced to the death 
of the cross. On this occasion the 
perspiration stood on His brow as 
great drops of blood. The cup seem- 
ed too bitter to drink, and the load 
too heavy to carry, but in all of that 
He prayed and submitted, “Not my 
will but thine be done,” and went 
to the cross and sealed the covenant 
with His own blood. 

People are too ready to think of 
Him as the Savior of father, mother, 
brother, sister or friends, we need to 
think of and accept Him as our own 
personal Savior. Do not think of Him 
alone as the Savior of your parents 
who served Him and have gone on to 
live with Him, but rather picture Him 
in His infinite saving grace as your 
own Savior. It was for you He was 
wounded; it was for you He was 
bruised; it was for your peace that 
He died. Now think of Him as your 
own; accept Him into your own life; 
carry Him to your own home; be His 
and He will be yours. We have got- 
ten too far away from thinking of 
Him as the Savior of our own souls. 
He is too often thought of as a great 
man, a prophet, a teacher, etc, The 
sinner needs to think of Him as His 
crucified and risen Savior. 

I once read a tract of a godly moth- 
er who was a cook on a great ocean 
vessel. Before going on board she had 
her little son, Willie Patts, to read 
the 53rd chapter of Isaiah. When he 
came to the 5th verse (our text), she 
had him put in his name—‘He was 
wounded for Willie Patts’ transgres- 
sions, He was bruised for Willie Patts” 
iniquities; the chastisement of Willie 
Patts’ peace was upon Him, and by 
His stripes Willie Patts is healed,”

The 
subject I wish to write on is one that 
I fear is being neglected, yet it is of 
vast importance and has much to do 
with the future of this great move- 
ment, the Church of God.

They want to see this 
glorious Gospel carried to every one, 
not only to their own home town or 
state but to every neglected place as 
well.

We neea a greater number of train- 
ed workers on the field. I know there 
are some who would object to the 
word “trained” but that is the kind 
we need just the same.

We need 
folks who are prepared to meet with 
the false teachings and evil spirits 
of this age. I do not speak of needing 
worldly wisdom but there is a prepa- 
ration that is necessary. Nations have 
adoptea ruies to train their men for 
war, that they may know how to 
apply themselves under every cir- 
cumstance. If such sacrifice of time, 
talent, and means be necessary for 
material things how Much more 
should we be equipped and prepared 
in this great spiritual battle for God. 
Shall we withhold any sacrifice, time, 
talent or means? I say no. Let all go 
for God and the salvation of souls. 
We will be repaid for He is able tc 
repay us a hundredfold. 


This is only another case where 
the children of this world are wiser 
than the children of Ged. I feel that 
the Church of God is falling far 
short of what we should do along 
this line of training. The time has 
been when, in holiness ranks we had 
no Bible Schools, our preachers start- 
ed out with very little knowledge of 
the Word, but they did not have the 
false doctrines cloaked under’ the 
same name to cope with and by 
years of study are now able to meet 
these things. What has taken them 
many years to learn in this Way may 
be learned in a few months with 
proper training in a Bible School, The 
time is short, we need to do a quick 
work. 

I thank God for our Bible School. 
I think it is the best in the world, but 
dear ones, we are doing so little com- 
pared with what we should do. In- 
stead of having sixty or sixty-five en- 
rolled each year with five or six 
graduates, we should number them 
by the hundreds. We can do this if 
we will try. I know of an organiza- 
tion that is several years younger 
than our present organization. They 
maintain two Bible Schools. One of 
them is located in California and I 
have been informed that they have 
from thirty to fifty graduates each 
Spring from this one school in Cali- 
fornia. We have come into personal 
contact with some of these students 
and find them to be very efficient 
workers. 

The Four Square church in Los 
Angeles is putting out trained work- 
ers by the hundreds. The present en- 
rollment in their Bible School is 
seven hundred. These are going out 
into every nook and corner and 
establishing churches, or light houses, 
as they call them. They have mission: 
aries in many foreign couftries and 
are making great strides along every 
line. They have great confidence in 
their leader. No matter what report 
may come out they pay no heed to it 
but keep on working. 

Now here is the point: We 
Church of God people believe we have 
the truth, truly God is with us, but 
what are we doing to get this mes- 
sage before the people? Let us rise 
up and show our faith by our works, 
and say with a courage bold, “This 
truth must go.” 

We have only one church with a 
small membership on the Pacific 
Coast, one in Arizona and a few scat- 
tered a little farther east. Now in our 
great southland we are strong. You

4:1. 

I have felt impressed for some time 
to write a few words on this subject 
because we are truly living in the last 
days and the Scriptures tell us that 
in the last days some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits and doctrines of devils. We are 
a called out people. Called out of 
what? The world. 1 John 4:4. “Ye are 
of God, little children, and have over- 
come them: because greater is he that 
is in you, than he that is in the 
world.” The 5th verse says, “They 
(the opposers of God’s children) are 
of the world: therefore speak they of 
the world, and the world  heareth 
them.” 





I will give a little of my experience 
and what I have seen happen, to warn 
our people to be careful. Just a few 
years ago there was a_ spirit that 
crept in among us. At this time the 
writer did not know about the Church 
of God. This spirit would cause fakes 
to say that God said so and so. Even 
great things were going to happen 
such as, the railroads were going to 
be turned into the hands of some one 
of the band, and some great city would 
be destroyed, in fact there were things 
too numerous to mention. Scores of 
people with false visions and dreams 
caused the members to be afraid to 
even move and many things were 
prophesied which did not come to 


pass. 
Jer. 29:8, “For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Let not 


your prophets and your diviners, that 
be in the midst of you, deceive you, 
neither hearken to your dreams 
whieh ye cause to be dreamed.” 

Matt. 24:4, “Take heed that no man 
deceive you.” These Scriptures give 
us warning that even men of our own 
company will rise up speaking per- 
verse things to draw away disciples 
after their own fust. If there ever was 
a time that God’s children needed to 
be like David of old when he said, 
had rather be a doorkeeper in the 
house of my God, than to dwell in the 
tents of wickedness,” Ps. 84:10, it is 
now. 

The spirit of leadership has crept in 
among our people. Of course we must 
have leaders; we need them, but we 
have some folks who, if they don’t get 
the church they want, won’t have any, 
and so on. 1 Thess. 5:21 says, “Prove 
all things; hold fast that which is 
good.” Now I am made to believe that 
anything that we can’t back up by 
God’s Word we had better leave alone. 

12:1 says, “I would not have 
you ignorant.” I don’t think we can 
say we don’t know what is the right 
spirit. The Bible is too plain for us 
to be in the dark about it. 

“Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is anti- 
christ that denieth the Father and the 
Son.” 1 John 2:22. Verse 26. says, 
“These things have I written unto you 
concerning them that seduce you.’ 
Now I think seduce means to lead 
astray. “Some shall depart from the 
faith giving heed te seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils; Speaking lies 
in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron.” 1 Tim. 4:1,2. 

“But evil men and seducers _ shall 
wax worse, deceiving, and being de- 
ceived.” 2 Tim. 3:13. “But there were 
false prophets also among the people, 
even as there shall be false teachers 
among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying 
the Lord that bought them, and bring 
upon themselves swift destruction.” 2 
Peter 2:1. “And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways; by reason of 
whom the way of truth shall be evil 
spoken of.” V. 2. “For they are the 
spirits of devils, working miracles, 
which go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to gath- 
er them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty.”

St. John 16:13 says, “Howbeit when 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you into all truth: for he 
shall not speak of himself; but what- 
seever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak: and he will shew you things 
to come.”
